WAR! 
T. was the general opinion at Cadiz, that if 
Spain fhould take an adtive part in the War, it 
would be'in favor of the Prench Nation; as the 
Spaniards were confident they had no forces Sufi 
cient to oppole their progres, as enemies, to the 
heart of the kingdom by land. 

Twelve thips of the line were in commiffion at 
Cadiz; but very few failors could be obtained to 
man them; and government were fearful of iffa- 
ing prefs-warrants. 

The enmity of the Spaniards againft England, 
was fuch as to induce an opinion, that if the King 
of Spain thowld declare War, in favor of En- 
gland, he. would be beheaded. 

There werereports in Cadiz, of the execution 
of the Queen of France; and that the Dauphin 
was bled to death, by order of the ruling pow- 
ers, afew days after the deccllation of bis father. 

A Correfpondent communicates the following 
informétion, a3 continued in a etter received by 
a late arrival. 

The national convention have decreed that the 
prizes made by the crvizers belonging to the re- 
public thall be equally divided between the French 
crew and the crew of the veffel raken, Ifan arm. 
ed veffel takeo. if an armed veffel is captured, 
the admiralty thall purchafe the prize and the a- 
mount divided as above.
